Enthusiasm Marks Opening of Dem- 


ocratic National Convention At 
St. Louis—Party Is Unanimous In 
Choice of .Candidates — Call It A 
"Love Session". 


COLISEUM, ST. LOUIS, Jl'NK 11. 


--Sixteen minutes or fervid, perspir- 
ing enthusiasm, flag-waving and sing- 
ing started off the Democratic nation- 
al convention here today. 


It was Martin II. Olynn's rousing 


laudation ot President Wilson in his 
keynote speech that gave tbe Demo- 
crats an oppoitunity to steam off a 
little. Cheer leaders on the platform 
'w hooped it up. 


The convention was half an 
hour 


late in assembling and started olt lath- 
er quietly, at 12. ol p. m. It recessed 
at 2:50 p. m., until 11 a. m. Thursday 


Ex-Governor Glynn's heart-to-hearl 


style of oratory took his audience's 
fancy and he had the crowd, estimated 
at about 11.000, 
laughing, 
cheering 


and applauding sponadically 
thiuout 


his speech. 


Cited Other Instances. 


The speaker 
set out 
to cite 
in 


stances where other presidents had 
avoided war by negotiation. 


"1 could cite other instances," he 


said, at one juncture. 


"Go ahead and bit them," some- 


one yelled^ from the floor. 


"All right, I will," the speaker as- 


pented, "and I'll hit 'em square be- 
tween the eyes." 


He went on to cite 
instances of 


where Republican presidents avoided 
war by arbitration. 
Glynn would cite 


the situation in a few words— and 
then the audience got into the habit 
of yelling—i"and what did he do?" 


To which Glynn would shout a la 


college yell style—"He settled it by 
negotiation." 


He Makes 'Em Quit. 


The audience liked this style of par- 


ticipating in the speech so much that 
they kept Glynn at such citations so 
long that he had to protest. 


"I've got a lot of other things," he 


complained finally, and the audience 
then reluctantly let him go ahead, 
with the prepared text ot his address. 


The heat in the hall was so intense 


that the tilled galleries dwindled af- 
ter the convention had been in session 
an hour. 


Bryan Also Applauds. 


William J. Bryan, who today com- 


pleted a cycle of 20 years from re- 
porter to reporter again, after having 
run the gamut of presidential candi- 
date and dominating force, 
himself 


smiled gently applauded in the 
de- 


monstration accorded Wilson. 


Glynn's speech was concluded 
at 


2:30 o'clock and his final words— 
"Woodrow Wilson"—the first time the 
president's name so far had been men- 
tioned—evoked a storm of cheers and 
applause, and ID* band plajed "Yan- 
kee Doodle," and other patriotic airs.

A Local Mreer

of false roof by which is meant the 
slate or overhead dirt which comes 
down in the mining of the coal. This 
promise, the miners say, was disre- 
garded. 


Ignore Agreement? 


It was said Wednesday that the 


Warwick mine operators which employ 
tbe most men and rule in such matters, 
realizing the desperate straits of the 
local miners, refused to abide by this 
agreement and the other operator.s fol- 
lowed BUlt. 


The miners will demand that they 


be paid for this work and opposition 
of .strenuous character is expected. 


Another Demand 


Another point for which the miners 


will light Is pay for pushing the empty 
cars back to the mining rooms. Prior 
to the agreement last year the operat- 
ors paid 4 1-2 cents per ton for push- 
ing the earn to the mouth of the mine 
and back to the rooms. Following the 
signing of ihe agreement, the operat- 
ors put day laborers at the work of 
pushing the cars to the mouth of the 
raino where they were emptied then 
returned to the entry and allowed to 
sfand. 
Consequently the miner was 


compelled to quit work and come to 
the entry of the mine after his car. 
The miners will demand some settle- 
ment whereby they will receive pay 
for this work. 


May Call Strike 


It was said last night that these will 


be the two big features of Ihe confer- 
ence today and unless they are granted 
by the operators another strike will 
likely be called. 
There are in (I 


county eight locals and approximately 
700 men are affected. 


Another matter which will come up 


is the division of the three cent in- 
crease in wages granted at the United 
Mine Workers convention this spring. 
No difficulty is anticipated in this. Tii 
pick miner, it is said, will receive 2 4 
cents increase per ton and the c.utter 


.(> per ton. An increase of r, cents on 
the dollar will be given the day la- 
borers.
